Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 25 February 2010 amends claims 1, 7, 9, and 31. 
Applicant's amendment has been fully considered and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 4-12, 15, 17-19, 22, 23, 31-37, and 39 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not 
disclose or make obvious the transmission of capability signals from the displayer to the source 
over the primary link such that the capability signals adjust the directivity of an antenna beam 
transmitted by the source and the transmission of displayer control signals multiplexed with the 
multimedia data on the primary link such that the audio and video display functions of the 
displayer can be controlled at the source.
